Mr, Chairman,'  Ladiea  and  G-entlemen, 

I present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Billesdon  Rural  District  for  the  year  196O, 

Again  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  health  of 
the  rural  district  continued  to  be  good  as  is  evidenced  by  the 
table  on  page  1 2, 

Once  again  the  maternal  death  rate  has  been  NIL  but 
unfortunately  3 infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  died  and  there 
were  9 still  births.  However,  these  figures  do  shov/  an  itiprovement 
over  the  previous  year  when  5 infants  died  and  there  were  1A  still 
births , 

It  is  a pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  were  no 
cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  year  but 
I must  emphasise  most  strongly  the  need  for  all  pupants  to  ensure 
that  their  children  are  immunised  against  these  diseases. 
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lABORATORY  FACILITIES 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangements  during  196O 
whereby  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Groby  Road,  Leicester 
undertakes-  the  bacteriological  examination  of  specimens  submitted.

The  account  in  the  foiIov\dng  pages  \TiII  indicate  some  of  the  vd.dc 
breadth  of  duties  and  resjoonsibilities  of  r;iy  department  and  the 
efforts  that  are  made  to  ensure  that  the  public  health  services  of 
the  Council  continue  to  be  held  in  pride, 

Dui'ing  the  year  it  has  become  increasingly  difficult  to 
recruit  and  retain  labour  for  these  essential  services  and  much  work 
not  in  the  immediate  loublic  eye  has  been  neglected. 

More  villages  are  to  have  a pure  public  water  supply,  Keyhron 
now  has  a brand  new  3evra.ge  Disposal  Dorks  and  the  work  of  providing 
this  amenity  at  Newton  Harcourt  is  well  on  its  way  to  couple tion. 

Preliminary  difficulties  regarding  the  CGr.u.'iencement  of  the 
first  flats  for  elderly  persons  have  been  overcome  and  a starting 
date  early  in  1961  has  been  fixed. 

Apart  from  capital  works  there  has  been  much  to  do  in 
connection  with  planning,  building  supervision,  drainage, 

meat  inspection,  food  hygiene,  statutory  housing  inspection, 
improvement  grants  and  maintenance  of  the  Council' s property. 

Two  houses  have  been  demolished,  each  being  pulled  down 
voluntarily  by  the  owner,  after  an  infoimal  approach.

It  mil  "be  noted  that  there  have  been  three  apijeals  to  the  Ivlinister 
against  decisions  to  refuse  development,  in  each  case  the  basis  of  refusal 
v/as  one  of  the  Council's  strong  planning  principles. 

The  first  related  to  a refusal  to  develop  a site  for  one  bunged ov/ 
on  the  North  of  existing  development  in  Ingarsby  Ltuie,  Houghton-on-the-Hill, 

In  this  case  the  Ministry's  Inspector  v/as  Mr,G,Marfleet  Dro^m,  B,A., 
P.R.I.C.S,  and  in  his  report  to  the  Minister  he  reached  the  follo'mng 
conclusions  : 

"The  Council  have  a.dcpted  a loolicy  of  limiting  any  future  growth 
of  Houghton-on- the-rlill  to  the  South  side  of  the  trunk  road,  where 
nearly  all  the  communal  facilities  are  situated,  with  the  single 
exception  that  they  have  been  prcjjared  to  allow  limited  infilling 
on  the  North  side  of  tlie  road. 

Their  reasons  for  so  doing  are,  in  my  ojjinion,  sound,  and  they 
have  implemented  their  x->olicy  by  giving'  planning  apxM'oval  for 
residentiaJ.  and  shop  exijansion  on  the  south  side  of  the  road, 

I think  thoir  policy  should  be  supported  and  though  I can  well 
understand  that  the  hpir)ellant  would  x^refer  to  build  his  G\m  house, 
he  is,  in  fact,  at  no  disadvantage  financially,  vi/hen  compared  with 
the  general  ijublic.  The  fact  that  it  would  be  a financial  advantage 
to  him  to  build  on  the  api^eal  site  is  not  a planning  reason  for 
giving  perraission. 

Though  the  evidence  is  a little  conflicting,  it  is  clear  that 
the  level  of  land  would  possibly  not  allow  more  than  one  more  house 
to  be  connected  to  the  main  sev/er  and  certainly  not  more  than  three. 
There  woiiLd,  hov/ever,  still  reinain  the  jjossibility  of  drainage 
by  other  means  and  should  the  present  house  bo  allov/ed  it  might  well 
be  difficult  to  refuse  peraission  for  other  houses  thus  extending 
this  ribbon  of  houses  into  the  country," 

The  Inspector  recommended  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed  for  the  following 
reasons : 

(a)  The  Council  should  be  suioisorted  in  their  policy  to  limit 
development  to  the  South  side  of  the  trunk  roa.d  and  to  prevent 
any  increase  in  the  amount  of  traffic  crossing  the  trunk  road, 

(b)  Propter  provision  has  been  made  for  residential  expansion  on  the 
South  side  of  the  trunk  road. 

The  Minister  accepted  his  Inspector' s recoi'imendation  and  for  the 
reasons  given  dismissed  the  appeal. 


iuiother  ap;peal  wus  against  the  decision  of  the  Council  to  allow 
residential  devolopjnent  on  a field  lying  between  Station  Koad,Thurnby  and 
the  City  Hcjundary, 

Mr,'./,E,Tait , T.D, , D,3c,  ,A,M,  Inst,C,E, , rep^orted  to  the  Minister 
as  follows,  ajnd  his  recorariientiation  to  uphold  the  refusal  v/as  accepted  by 
the  Mills  ter, 

"There  is  very  little  open  space  left  between  Station  Road  and 
Leicester  City  boundary,  and  as  there  is  no  evidence  of  need  virhich  would 
override  the  necessity  to  keep)  Thumby  and  Leicester  apart,  I conclude  that 
the  appeal  should  be  dismissed. 

In  my  opinion  there  is  no  vireight  in  the  clain  that  because 
bungalom  on  the  site  might  not  be  visible  from  A, 47,  there  can  be  no  actual 
closing  of  the  gap  between  Thumby  and  Leicester, 

I recommend  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed  for  the  following  reasons: 


(i)  The  proposal  would  narrov/  the  existing  gap  in  residential  | 

development  hetv/een  Thurnhy  and  Leicester,  Vvhich  is  undesirable,  | 

(ii)  There  is  no  evidence  of  overwhelming  need  for  residential  development  j 
on  this  jjarticular  site  in  the  fringe  a.rea  2X)und  Leicester  which  would  j 
override  reason  (i)  above,  ” ;

The  development  vrould  result  in  an  estate  of  about  38  dwellings 
on  open  land  adjoining  a village  of  about  130  inhabitants,  I 
consider  this  scale  of  increase  cannot  fail  to  have  a.  substantial 
impact  ux.)on  the  character  of  the  village  and  wo\iLd  tend  to  a 
dissolution  of  its  existing  sense  of  commimity. 

The  development  vmuld  appjear  as  an  unrelated  appendage  to  the 
village,  t(30  la.rge  for  easy  visua.1  absorption  into  the  existing 
pattern  and  would,  I feel;  have  a serious  detrimental  effect  upon 
the  appearonces  of  the  area, 

I am  satisfied  tha.t  there  is  a demand  for  houses  in  this  area  but 
I feel  it  ViTould  be  retrogressive  to  allow  the  identity  of  the 
village  to  be  lost  and  the  rjleasant  surroundings  inpaired  in  order 
to  meet  this  demand. 

That  permission  for  the  develoixncnt  in  question  be  refused  , 
for  the  following  reasons 

(i)  the  development  would  have  a detrimental  impact  up'^n 
the  character  of  the  village; 

(ii)  it  woiild  appear  as  -a  serious  intrusion  into  the  op)en

Since  that  time,  however,  the  Council  have  steadily 
progressed  v/ith  a programme  of  providing  modem  sewage  disposal  facilities 
throughout  the  district  and  the  time  is  opportune  to  record  the  progress  made, 
and  also  to  mention  the  villages  which  remain  deserving  of  better  facilities. 

A short  account  of  the  di^osal  arrangements  for  each  parish  follov/s  and 
in  each  instance  the  raid  19^0  population  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General  is 
stated,  follovrad  by  iaformation  regarding;  v/ater  sux^ply.

The  folloT/ing  figures  again  show  a welcome  reduction  in  the 
number  of  houses  dependent  upon  pail  closets.  The  slight  increase  in 
the  number  of  septic  tanlcs  arises  because  of  inroroved  sanitary 
conveniences  having  been  provided  in  houses  in  isolated  areas. 

The  true  picture  of  sanitation  is  not  shov/n  as  so  many 
properties  are  drained  into  ditches  in  the  villages,  not  yet  provided 
v/ith  a modem  sewage  disposal  system,  as  is  mentioned  elsevrfiere  in  this 
Report,

The  recruitment  and  retention  of  manual  labour  has  been  the 
most  pressing  problem  during  the  whole  year.  Collecting  and  disposing 
of  refuse  and  the  emptying  of  pail  closets,  to  put  it  very  mildly,  are 
not  jobs  that  men  go  seeking. 

Continuous  advertisement  in  the  local  papers  and  by  way  of 
X^osters  have  jJ^oduced  a number  of  men  who  have  been  prepared  to 
commence  vrork.  Many  have  left  after  only  a day's  work,  and  the  large 
majority  after  a v/eek  or  so. 

Quite  a large  number  of  men  at  interview  accepted  a job  and 
promised  to  commence  work  on  a certain  day,  never  to  be  seen  again. 

This  is  a story  v/hich  may  well  be  fEimiliar  to  all  eraploying 
manual  labour  today  when  the  job  is  distasteful,  arduous  and 
uncomfortable.  There  are  so  many  other  apportionities  available 
where  the  work  is  less  arduous  or  unccrnl  table  and  the  rewards 
greater. 

The  tragedy  is,  of  course,  that  the  work  undertaken  by  the 
Council's  employees  is  an  irigportant  environmental  health 
occupation. 

The  decaying  and  objectionable  products  of  our  modem  society 
are  daily  placed  in  the  dustbin  and  unless  removed  regularly,  the 
atmosphere  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  our  houses  will  rapidly 
indicate  the  presence  of  rotting  material,  providing  a breeding 
ground  for  flies,  and  other  disease  hazards. 

Therefore,  all  the  Council's  available  labour  force  has  been 
directed  at  emptying  bucket  lavatories,  cesspools  and  dustbins, 
sanetimes  a little  irregularly  but  always  with  the  aim  of 
utilizing  men  and  vehicles  to  give  a service  to  the  majority. 

This  has  meant  that  men  normally  engaged  on  the  important  job  of 
operating  the  Council's  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  have  been  withdrawn 
for  long  periods  to  help  in  refuse  collection.  In  consequence, 
effluents  have  deteriorated  following  neglect. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a bonus  scheme  was  introduced 
but  it  is  too  soon  to  indicate  whether  this  will  act  as  a spur 
to  recruitment  and  an  incentive  to  increased  output.

The  tables  below  indicate  that  there  is  a steady  interest  in  the 
inprovement  grant  scheme  which  enables  owners  to  rejuvenate  old  but 
structurally  sound  property. 

When  improved,  a house- must  fulfil  the  following  requirements: 

1,  Be  in  a good  state  of  repair  and  substantially  free  from 
dampness, 

2,  ‘ Have  each  room  properly  lighted  and  ventilated, 

3,  Have  an  adequate  supply  of  wholesome  water  to  an  inside  tap, 

4,  Be  provided  with  an  adequate  and  efficient  hot  water  system, 

5,  Have  an  internal  Y/,C. 

6,  Have  a fixed  bath  or  shower  in  a separate  roan, 

7,  Be  provided  with  a sink  or  sinks  with  suitable  arrangements 
for  disposal  of  waste  water, 

8,  Have  a proper  drainage  system, 

9,  Be  provided  with  adequate  points  for  gas  or  electric  lighting 
in  each  room, 

10,  Be  provided  with  adequate  facilities  for  heating, 

11,  Have  proper  provision  for  the  storage  of  fuel.

The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959  introduced  a new  form 
of  grant,  called  a "Standard  G-rant"  to  assist  owners  in  providing  existing 
houses  with  five  standard  amenities,  which  are  : 

• 1 , a fixed  bath  or  shower  in  a bathroom; 

2,  a washhand  basin; 

3.  a hot  water  supply; 

4*  a water  closet 

5.  a larder. 

These  new  grants  supplement  the  existing  system  of  improvement 
grants  which  will  continue  to  cater  for  inprovements,  the  range  and  cost  of 
which  are  outside  the  limits  applicable  to  standard  grants,  as  well  as  for 
conversion. 

The  most  mportant  aspect  of  the  standard  grant  is  that  unlike  an 
improvement  grant  which  is  discretionary,  it  can  be  claimed  as  of  right.

The  low  incidence  of  tuberculosis  is  indeed  gratifying,  in  fact  the 
three  pigs  affected  were  only  found  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease  in  its 
early  primary  stage,  and  it  was  established  that  the  animals  had  been  kept 
with  poultry  for  a number  of  weeks  before  slaughter.  It  seems  likely  that 
tuberculosis  of  the  awian  type  could  have  been  contracted  from  a diseased 
bird. 


The  comparatively  high  figure  of  34-  beasts  found  to  be  affacted 
with  disease  other  than  tuberculosis  has  no  reflection  on  the  quality  of 
the  animals  slaughtered  because  in  31  cases  the  livers  (and  sometimes  the 
lungs)  v;ero  condemned  only  because  of  a localised  para.sitic  infestation. 

The  v/eight  of  meat  and  offal  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  and  surrendered  to  the  doxjartraent  was  709  lbs.

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RODENT  CONTROL 


For  a number  of  years  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip  has  been 
virtually  free  of  rats  but  the  Autumn  saw  an  unusually  sudden  and  very 
heavy  infestation  by  brown  rats.  Labour  difficulties  were  such  that  I 
was  unable  to  direct  men  to  deal  with  this  visitation  immediately# 

Eventually,  a full  scale  treatment  in  three  phases  was 
londertaiken  by  your  Additional  lublic  Health  Inspector,  using  VJ'arfarin 
Rodcnticide, 

Phase  one  involved  a regular  baiting  system  round  the  periphery 
of  the  tip,  along  runs  from  adjoining  land  and  in  holes  in  the  natural, 
banks  and  mounds.  Phase  two  consisted  of  a regular  and  systemtic 
treatment  of  the  covered  parts  of  the  tip  where  activity  v/as  prolific  and 
this  phase  of  the  work  was  progressing  satisfactorily  as  the  year  ended. 

Phase  three  will  follow  the  successful  termination  of  the 
present  infestation  and  v/ill  consist  of  routine  periodic  surveys  of  the 
tip,  where  a nijmber  of  permanent  baiting  points  have  been  located  in 
order  to  provide  a fresh  and  constant,  supply  of  rodenticide.  This  v/ill 
provide  the  permanent  control  desired  and  shoiold  prevent  any  recurrence 
of  a serious  infestation, 

FLIES  AND  OTHER  DTSECTS, 

Durin.^  the  year  a niamber  of  conplaints  and  reports  v/ere  received 
by  the  department  relating  to  infestation  by  flies,  v/asps  and  other  insects. 

All  cases  were  investigated  and  the  ovners  or  occupiers  concerned 
given  as  much  information  as  possible  on  the  type  of  insects,  their  effect 
on  public  health  and  the  measures  to  be  taken  for  eradication.  In  certain 
more  serious  cases,  the  department  assisted  by  carrying  out  a suitable 
disinfestation  treatment,  such  as  spraying  v/ith  insecticide,  or  in  the  case 
of  wasps,  by  destroying  the  offending  nests. 

In  several  instances  when  the  insects  have  been  difficult  to  identify 
the  Biologist  at  the  Museum  has  been  consulted  and  his  v/illing  co-operation 
must  bo  recorded  v/ith  appreciation.  His  identification  and  reports  on  the 
habits  of  the  insects  concerned  have  proved  to  be  of  great  value  when 
assessing  the  public  health  hazards  of  an  infestation  and  in  deciding  on  the 
measur  of  control  or  eradication,  I instance  more  than  one  occasion  when 
carpi aints  referred  to  enormous  numbers  of  tiny  flics  infesting  houses  in  the 
late  summer  and  early  Autumn,  They  were  found  to  be  Thaumatomyia  Notata  or 
Chlorops  Notata  (commonly  - cluster  flics)  the  larvae  of  which  are  predatory 
on  "root  8.phis".  They  a.re  in  no  way  haimful  to  health  and  indirectly  ma.y  be 
regarded  as  beneficial  to  society,  Hov/ever,  the  adults  become  a nuisance 
as  soon  as  the  ground  teirperature  falls  at  the  end  of  sunmer,  v/hen  they  take 
to  vd.ng  in  their  thousands  to  seek  the  lee  of  a building,  into  which  they 
inevitably  gain  access.  At  this  stage,  a simple  remedy  proved  to  be  either 
a quick  knock  dov/n  method  such  as  aerosol  insecticide  spray  or  collection  by 
means  of  a vacuum  cleaner.
